About the Insidious Vice, Howeves, 
Until Its Fangs Are Drawn end 
the Minimum Amount of Damage 
Is Done—Will File Suits. 


OCEAN PARK, March l.--At the) 
beach the line ig drawn on the siot 
machine, but it is no figurative line. 
It is the real imaginative wall that 
separates the cities of Santa Monica 
and Ocean Park. North of this bar- 
rier, in Santa Monica, it would be a 
crime of no less degree than insurrec-, 
tion for cigar dealers to permit these 
seductive card games to be whirled at 
their stores. 

South of the bulwark a city .ordl- 
nance recognizes these gambling de- 
vices by collecting a license for the 
permission of their operation. Until 
quite recently it has been’ permitted 
the patrons to “play back’— that is 
to collect their earnings in coin, pro- 
vided the money were at once run 
through the machine again. But the 
police placed a ban on this practice. 
Since then the dealers have been 
paying the winners in checks, slugs, 
tickets or other representatives of 
value. Again the police have stepped 
in to demand. a rigid enforcement of 
the ordinance, which provides that 
the winnings shall be paid only in 
merchandise. With the ban placed on 
payment in checks or tickets, the po- 
lice believe they have the game prac- 
tically killed, as those who would 
“buck the tiger’ do not care to load 
themselves with merchandise. 

The proximity of the two cities has 
been responsible from time to time 
for considerable trouble and misun- 
derstanding in the matter of the en- 
forement of police regulations, as the 
ordinances of the two cities have not 
heen drawn along the same lines. —

MILLION MARK PASSED. 


Building Permit Valuation First Ten 
Days of Month Far Ahead of Corres- 
ponding Period Last Year. : 

The building permit valuation for 
the month of March to date passed 
the $1,000,000 mark before the close of 
business yesterday in the offices of the 
City Building Department. This big 
total was represented by 243 scparate 
construction items. The official val- 
uation figure for. the period from 
March 1 to March 10, Inclusive, was 
$995,506, this being brought past the

DEVELOPS OTHER INDUSTRIES. 
ore explaining some of the details 
of the Bliss-Leavitt torpedo which have 
made it the highest type of destructive 
engine in the world, it should not be 
overlooked that the torpedo has been 
largely responsible for some of the 
greatest improvements and inventions 
in other kindred industries. The won- 
derful strength and resistance of 
steel can be directly traced to the 
necessity for better hardening pro- 
cesses to which the torpedo called ai- 
tention. Also, the successful invention 
of submarine vessels is but the out-

The Bliss-Leavitt type of torpedo is 
manufactured in two. sizes, 16 feet 4 
inches in length, 18 and 21 inches in 
diameter. Its weight complete is 2000 
pounds. It is divided into four com- 
partments designated as the head, the 
air flask, the afterbody and. the tail, 
Each torpedo is supplied with two 
heads, one for practice purposes and 
the other the war-head. 

The air flask is a\shell or cylinder 
of special grade of nickel steel finished 
to a thickness of 7-16 inch. Each end of 
the flask is fitted with a heading, one 
of which is removable to permit of 
cleaning out the flask when necessary. 
There are three com ments in each 
flask; a main air chamber in the cen- 
ter, with a buoyancy chamber at each 
end. The main compartment contains 
the compressed air by which the en- 
gine is propelled. The forward chamber 
contains a draining device for remoy- 
ing any water which the condensed 
air may create. The after chamber is 
the location of the di ving gear and tico- 
hol bottle from which the fuel for heat- 
ing the compressed air is supplied.

The turbine engine which drives the 
torpedo through the water is of the 
balanced type; that is, two turbine 
wheels revolve in Opposite directions, 
each driving two four-bladed propel- 
lers in opposite directions. This is to 
prevent the torpedo from rolling in the 
water and keeps it on an even keel. 
The engine. weighs forty-five pounds 
and develops as high as 125 horse pow- 
er. 

KEEPS TORPEDO UNDER WATER. 

The driving gear is a mechanism for 
keeping the torpedo at a constant level 
in the water at about six feet below 
the surface. It is a pendulum scheme 
which controls lateral and horizontal 
rudders. Should the torpedo = slant 
downward, the swinging out of place 
of the pendulum sets the rudders into 
proper position to restore the torpedo 
to ite proper level.

out Washington to Quince street, while 
on the south the lighting will be in 
force from Grand avenue to the city 
limits at Idaho street.

Attorney Will Go to Washington to 
Represent the San Pedro Traffic 
Bureau This Month. 


SAN PEDRO, March 11.—Represent- 
ing the San Pedro Traffic Bureau, Min- 
er P. Goodrich, attorney and secretary 
of the organization, will leave Monday 
for Washington. He will appear be- 
fore the Interstate Gommerce Commis- 
sion when the Pacific Coast terminal 
rate hearings come up March 20. 

The railroads have asked the com- 
mission to except all California ter- 
minals, whether on the sea coast or in 
the interior, from the provisions of 
the long and short haul clause of the 
new railroad law, | | 

The Traffic Bureau will contend that 
only seaports are entitled to terminal 
rates and that the new law does not 
contemplate any other exceptions to 
the long and short haul clause save 
to meet water competition. 

The contention will be made that the 
lowest rate to which interior points 
are entitled is the seaboard terminal 
plus the local back, provided the com- 
bined terminal rate and local is less 
than the intermediate transcontinental

Floyd Brown, one of the few remain- 
ing characters of the great Mojave 
desert, arrived in the city yesterday. 
He came for the purpose of completing 
the transaction for the sale of his gyYp- 


jsum deposits near Blythe Station, 


.Ariz., to the American Gypsum Com- 
pany of New York. The price paid 
for the holding is said to be $100,000. 
‘Since the early days when Indians 
were painfully plentiful, and travel 
was exceedingly dangerous, Brown has 
been identified with the arid wastes itn 
the southwestern part of Arizona. He 
was one of the earliest settlers in the 
continuation of the great Mojave Des- 
ert, and has watched it develop with

Brown, true to type, refused to 
take anything but a straight out and 
out payment of cash for his holdings, 
and that, more than anything else, 
cavsed him to come to Los Angeles ‘at 
this time.

The action, or :ather non-action of Great 
Britain, in permitt'ng the Alabama to be 


outfitted in a Briti:yt seaport, to be officered 


with Confederates, and to be manned with 
British seamen, for the avowed and srbse- 
quently-accomplished, purpose of preving 
upon American com Teree, was so palpable 
a violation of the law of nations and so ut- 
ter a disregard of the obligations of neu- 
trality that Great Br@ain did not resist the 
Alabama award and promptly paid $15,000.- 
000 for her offense. l*inancially she was the 
gainer by the transaction, for, while the 
money that was paid compencated the own- 


ers of the destroyed ships and their cargoes 


for their worth in dollars, the value of the 
carrying trade that was transferred from 
American to British bottoms and which has 
never been regained, could not have been a 
subject of indemnification and would indeed 
have beet incapable of computation. 

Some of our public men regretted that 
England did not refuse to pay the Alabama 
claims or even to submit them to award, on 
the ground that such refrsal would have 
been of immense valve to our shipping in- 
terests, for we could have accepted the 
precedent that Britain had established. We 
could have taken advantage of her war with 
Abyssinia to have fitted out in our ports 
privateers whose captains, armed with com- 
missions from King Theodore, could have 
driven British merchantmen from the ocean 
and we have regained our commerce by the 
same process through which we lost it. 

Apply to existing conditions on the Mex- 
ican border the doctrine of the duty of neu- 
trals to prevent any use of their soil by 
warring foreign powers, for the purpose of 
recruiting soldiers or furnishing supplies to 
either combatant, and where would we 
stand if we failed to perform that duty? If 
we should fail to adequately guard our fron- 
tier, or fail to arrest and bring to trial in 
our courts all who are engaged on onr soil 
in aiding to supply with arms money or pro- 
visions the insurrectos, or in recruiting their 
armies, we would in the end have to’ pay for 
the ravages committed by the bandits, 
chicken thieves, dynamiters and I-Won't- 
Workers, who are flocking to the Mexican 
border. President Taft will save the nation- 
al treasury from the payment of many mil- 
lions of dollars by his prompt and efficient 
action in sending an adequate force to the 
banks of the Rio Grande.

STANDS OF BEES BURNED. 
The contention between A. C. and 
&. C. Bowers and J. L. Hickson and

WILL BE APPEALED. 

SAN BERNARDINO GAS CASE. 

The case brought by H. B. Duncan 
against John Gardiner, involving the 
sale of certain stock of the San Ber- 
nardino Valley Gas Company, has been 
decided by Judge Wilbur In favor of 
the plaintiff. It is understood that 
there will be an appeal. 

Gardiner was president of the cor- 
poration, that was made a party de-| 
fendant, and the plaintiff acted as sec- 
retary and treasurer at a salary of 
$5000 a year. In the course of his em- 
ployment Duncan purchased -$9500 
worth of the bonds of the company, 
and in-the action he alleged that Gar- 
diner had made false representations 
in order to*induce him to purchase the 
bonds, but the court found that there 
had been no fraud on either side. 

On the ground that there had been a 
mutual rescission of the contract to 
purchase the bonds, the court gave 
Duncan judgment for the $9600, order- 
ing the company to pay back that 
amount on the surrender of the bonds. 

The San Bernardino Valley Gas Com- 
pany filed its certificate of iIncorpora- 
tion y 4, 1908, having been formed 
to contfol the gas business in the San 
Bernardino Valley. It issued $300,000 
worth of stock, about $54,000 for cash, 
and the rest in exchange for bonds In 
other corporations, it developed at the 
hearing.

No Longer Doubt That College of 
Law Is Co-Educational—Dean As- 
serts Girls Are Better “Plaggers” 
Than Men Wyo Glide Over the 
Dry Spots.

If any one is disinclined to believe 
that the College of Law, University 
of Southern California, is not a 
rough co-educational institution, a 
glance at the accompanying pictures 
would give assurance. There are 
nearly twenty women students en- 
rolied at the law school, and the num- 
ber is increasing yearly by leaps and 
bounds. 

Blackstone and his leather-bound 
commentaries are becoming pleasant 
diversions for the young woman of 
Los Angeles. A year ago the fem- 
inine enrollment at the law school was 
six, but this year there has been an 
influx of freshwomen.

IS A PATRIOT. 


Crane Denounced as Howler 


President’s Request. 


Story of Undertaking Is Told 
by a Veteran. 


John A. Potter of Los Angeles, @ 
member of the Carnegie Veteran As- 
sociation, has come to the defense of 
Andrew Carnegie, recently assailed as 


a humbug by R. T. Crane, the million- 


aire iron manufacturer of Chicago. 
Potter was the first man to make 
armor plate for Carnegie at the Home- 
stead Steel Works. He answers the 
charge made by Crane that Carnegie 


brands Crane as one of the howlers 
against successful men and decriers of 
senterprise. He declares that the 


branched into the manufacture of 
armor plate. 

‘Tt is a shame to hear the irrespon- 
sible howlers daily crying down the 
results of enterprise,”” said Potter at 
his Home, No. 319 South Westlake ave- 
nue, yesterday. “It is becoming sec- 
ond nature with them and is getting 
to be annoying rous—so 
mueh so that our school children are 
being led to believe that everything is 
gotten by graft. It will hurt the ris- 
ing, generation; it will take patriotism 
out of the American people. 

“We must discourage these men from 
making such statements. Criticism 
is cheapest thing in the world. It 
isiused used by the cheapest men.” 

UNTRY’S CALL, GOD’S CALL. 

In.a Speech before the Republican 
Club of New York, on January i, 
Carnegie said: ‘The President told me 
in a cablegram that there were ships 
on the ways, which could not be fin- 
ished without the armor and that it 
was my duty as a patriot to make 
armor plate for the government. That 
settied it. Whenever my country calls 
on me, be it a question of life or of 
death, it is my glory to respond. We 
delivered the armor plate. The call 
of my country is to me the call of 
God.” 


In “Valve World,” a publication is- 
sued by the Crane Company, for dis- 
tribution among its branch houses, 
Crane, taking issue with Carnegie on 
this subject, made this statcment: 
“Carnegie went into the armor plate 
business to make money, not from 
patriotic motives, nor in response te 
any call from God. ... When he was 
making armor plate he was in favor of 
war and was willing to help the gov- 
ernment along in its contemptible war 
with Spain, but since he has gone out 
of the armor plate business he is in 
favor of peace.” 

The Carnegie Company began making 
armor plate in 12690, under the direc- 
tion of Potter, who was then superin- 
tenfent of the plant, and he knows the 
history of the undertaking froin the 
beginning and the motives that in- 
spiréed Carnegie to go into it. 

“There was a new navy building at 
that time,” said Potter, “and t 
cruisers Newark, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, and the battleships O:egon, 
Menterey, Iowa and Texas were on 
thé stocks at the various shipyard:, 
waiting for armour plate. 

“The Bethlehem steel works had con- 
tracted to make armor plate for those 


and they were three years behind in 
the delivery of the goods. In the 
meantime, Harrison was elected, and 
when he took office he found thai the 
boats mentioned were under construc- 
tion, but their completion held back 
the non-delivery of armor plate by 
Bethlehem company.

AFT MADE GOOD, 
SHOWS BACKBONE 


EXTRA SESSION MAY HELP HIM 
IMMENSELY. 


Has Secured the Enactment of 
Much Legislation of a Construc- 
tive Character During His First 
Two Years as President-——Does Not 
Fear Tariff Legislation. 


[Washington Correspondence Brooklyn Eagle.) 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—President 
Taft has reached the high-water mark 
in his time’ as Chief Executive and soon 
will be rounding into the back stretch. 
His friends are beginning to point to 
his record. Reviewing the record 
usually is preliminary to a campaign 
for renomination. Those who belleve 
that Taft has been a success are not 
modest when they speak of his achieve- 
ments. They talk in the superiative, 
perhaps without much regard for per- 
spective. But they are sincere in 
their admiration. 
Taft's real admirers, who believe 
that the President has many high 
qualities of statesmanship, but who 
feel that he has suffered from a lack 
of assertiveness, have taken new heart, 
They are better pleased with him since 
the issuing of the extra session call than 
they have been for a long time. They 
regard it as a timely revelation of 
the fact that there is nothing the mat- 
ter with the President's backbone, and 
they figure that it will help the Pres- 
ident immensely with the people, ir- 
respective of whether the extra ses- 
sion does his will or not. They want 
Taft to be a fighter when a fight needs 
to be made, and they think he has se- 
lected the psychological time. 
As a matter of fact, it is only fair 
to Taft to say that there has been 
much legislation during his first two 
years, some of it of a constructive and 
statesmanlike character. Whether all 
of it has been popular legisiation is 
the doubtful point. Taft's supporters 
claim that the people will begin to 
understand the worth of the President 
before the 1912 election is due, and 
that the ballots will tell a different 
story than they did last fall. 

TAFT'S ACHIEVEMENTS. 
As to Taft's achievements, the tariff 
must take firet rank, no matter what 
its merits or demerits. The tariff’ was 
revised, which is something that does 
not occur under every President. The 
Payne-Aldrich law probably will itself 
be revised, but such as it is, it is reck- 
oned as a part of the Taft record. 
A tariff board was created to under- 
take the collection of information on 
which to base scientific tariff revisions. 
The proposition to establish a perma- 
nent tariff board was lost, however. 
Taft has negotiated a _ reciprocity 
agreement with Canada, which perhaps 
comes nearer to being a popular act 
than anything he has done. its failure 
at the session just closed is not regarded 
as a permanent failure. 
Taft invoked the power of an injunc- 
ion writ to prevent the big railroads 
from making rate increases until the 
Interstate Commerce Commission could 
investigate. What the commission did 
is of very recent history. 
Under the Taft administration has 
been inaugurated a postal savings 
bank system. 
A Court of Commerce has been creée- 
ated, to which may be taken appeals 
from decisions of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Also a Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals. 
A stocks and bonds commission has 
been created for the purpose of dewea- 
ing a plan by which future issues of 
railroad securities may be put under the 
supervision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
There has been a shaking up in the 
Navy Department and a definite step 
taken toward wiping out the bureau 
system. 
There has been rigid enforcement of 
the collection of customs duties, and, in- 
cidentally, the sugar trust has been 
forced to make restitution.

These are some of the things that

people for a re-election in 1912 they 
say he will have something substan- 
tial to stand on. 

But particularly have Taft's friends 
taken courage at his rerusal to be 
joliied or threatened out of ordering 
an extra session of Congress. They 
say the President has the bit in his 
teeth now and will oo ae along his 
own lines without ing swerved by 
the politicians. Taft's rriends deciare, 
in a word, that he is getting closer to 
the people. 


The President has been told that an 
extra session of Congress at this 
time will unsettle business conditions 
and may bring all sorts of evils upon 
the Republican party. He does not 
incline to that belief. In fact, the 
President thinks that the party might 
be left In a worse state than at pres- 
ent if he did not tr yevery means te 
ent if he did not try every means te 
reciprocity.

Disarming of the Christians 
in Constantinople. 


What Has Become of Apos- 
tolof, Bulgar Chief.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 15.—The 
new era in Turkey is progressing in 
comparative silence.

When hitches occurred in the pro- 
gramme of peace and culture harsh crit- 
icism on the part of those immediately 
interested was denounced as harmful 
and unfair. It was pointed out that in- 
Guigence should be extended to well- 
intentioned reformers tackling the 
heritage of an infamous autocratic re- 
gime. The world gave the regenerators 
“time to breathe.” 

They are breathing still. Unfortunate- 
ly the same cannot be said of a great 
number of their opponents. The young 
Turk is thorough, and those who refuse 
to be happy under hjs philanthropic 
domination are persuaded thereto by 
methods erronevusly supposed to be the 
exclusive attribytes of the Old Turk.

Then we have the case of H. G. Wells, 
who drew so directly from real life in 
his last novel, “The New Machiavelli,” 
and we all know that Sir William Gil- 
bert found many of the characters in 
his delightful operas in the courts and 
in society.

Mr. Rollins, who was formerly an 
fnétructor of drawing and painting in 
the San Francisco School of Art, has 
Rad a studio in Santa Fe and in Los 
Angeles for some years, dividing his 
time between the two cities. He goes

The artist has already won an en- 
Viable reputation for the fidelity he 
hows in his work among the red men, 
for his intelligent and sympathetic 
interpretation of their daily life, and 
for his appreciation of the deeper and 
more poetic aspects of their nature. 
Some of their peculiar religious cus- 
toms he has depicted with rare insight, 
seeing and rendering more than can be 
reported by mere form and color. His 
best and most important work, he 
thinks, will be done in the coming year. 

Thirty-three canvases wil] be shown 
in the present exhibition. They will 
be characteristic in subject and treat- 
ment, giving us that desert in its va- 
rious phases of sunlight and mist, 
moonlight and mystery, and the Indian 
age and at play. 

n “The Historian” he may be said 
to be both playing and working.

marked success. ‘‘Morning” shows us 
the well-known coast of the enchanted 
isle just as the sun has come up be- 
hind the gray wall of rock.

“Eucalyptus.”’ a simple study of trees 
on a hillside, not at all pictorial to 
the casual observer, shows conclusively 
that it is the treatment and not the 
theme that makes the pieture, for Mr. 
Sammann has made it both beautiful 
and interesting. Simple, too, is “Even- 
ing.” haystacks in sunlight against a 
background grove of dark slim trees. 

Though a very small canvas, “Even- 
ing Shadows” ts one of the gems of 
the collection. Studied closely, indeed, 
it looks like a trayful of crushed opals, 
emeralds, amethysts, rubies and tur- 
quoises, placed upright against the wall. 
Note how brilliant the sunlight is, as 
it lies on the oaks. Then see how the 
artist got this sunlight—by a careful 
juxtaposition of grays made 80 as to 
bring out the yellows and reds.

IN THE EARTH. 


Manganese and Iron. 
PASADENA, Feb. 2.-{To the Editor 
of The Times.] My neighbors have 
found a large deposit of manganese 
ore that assays 25 per cent. man- 
ganese. 

Some have told me that manganese 
ore that contains hematite, or magnetic 
fron ore, as this ore does, is of no 
value. They say that the combination 
of irom and manganese destroys the 
ore as to commercial value. 

I have consulted several assayers 
in Los Angeles, but no one could an- 
swer the question. 

Several iron-foundry people know 
nothing at all in regard to manganese. 

This question is of especial interest 
to mining men. 

‘Thanking you for your courtesy, I 
remain, yours truly, F. L. R. 

ANSWER: Your question is a most 
interesting one, and to reply to it prop- 
erly, calis for comparisons, references, 
and descriptions of the mixed ores re- 
ferred to. 

If the ores carry hematite and mag- 
nétic iron ore, the magnetite could be 
easily concentrated by pulverization 
and use of the Magnet; if the ore con- 
sists of magnetite and nese 
dioxide, all of the iron values could 
be so separated. 

“Manganiferous iron ores consist of 
a mixture of iron and manganee oxides 
in varying proportions.”’ 

Hematite and magnetic are, 
and both, tron oxides. ri 

“The iron is generally in the form 
of limonite (yellowish, hydrous iron 
oxide) though frequently it 
oceurs as hematite, as in the Lake Su- 
perior ores. The manganese is mostly 
in the form of psilomelane, though py- 
rolusite is often abundant. 

“The manganese and iron oxides may 
oceur togther as a coarse mixture, 
easily separated, or they be so closely 
associated as to be indistinguishable to 
the naked eye. In most deposits where 
the individual oxides may be recog- 
nized the manganese seems to have 
penetrated into the mass, while the iron 
ix nearer the surface. The 
amount of metallic manganese in 
manganiferous iron ore varies from less 
than 1 per cent. to 4 per cent. or 
more.”

lic manganese referred to in the quoted 
matter (supra) is. as . the result of 
analysis and on the order of: phospho- 
rus in tron ores. 

The high and medium grades of 
ore are used in the manufacture of 
splegeleisen and ferromanganese, but 
the ore that contains only a small per- 
centage of manganese is not used for 
this metal, but for its iron only. 

“Ores that are too low-in silver and 

lead to be used directly as a source of 
these metals and too low in iron and 
manganese to be used for the manufac- 
ture of spilegeleisen and ferromanga- 
nese are sent to the smelter to be used 
for fluxing purposes on account of their 
cohtent of iron and manganese oxides.” 
Chevron (Belgium) commercial iron- 
manganese ores analyze as follows: 
Managanese oxides, 28.42; iron oxides, 
298.62; aluminum oxides, 3.87; calcium 
oxides, 2.90; magnesium oxides, 1.15; 
silicon oxide, 23.22; phosphoric § acid, 
5; carbon dioxide, 10.63 which equals 
101.36 per cent. oxides, dioxides and 
phosphoric. Many of the  pock- 
ety manganiferous iron ores of Cali- 
fornia, including those of San Luis 
Obispo county, of the Maria Mountains 
and the ores near Elsinore, Riverside 
county, will, on analysis, give approx!- 
mately the same results. 
Spanish manganiferous ores—the bulk 
of the ores—vary in masiganese content 
from 10 to 20 per cent and the iron con- 
tent from 20 to 35 per cent. 

The Amalienhohe mine near Waldal- 
gesheim, Germany, produces ore vary- 
ing from 5 to 22 per cent. manganese 
and up to 40.per cent. iron and mining 
is still going on at 377 feet depth in 
the earth. Many localities could be 
given from different commercial! depos- 
its the world over showing ores of much 
less value than those by you referred 


to. 

It te well to bear In mind, however, 
that such ores for fluxing purposes 
would bring but $2.00 per ton at the 
smelters—probably f.o.b. cars near lo- 
cality in some instances—and the iron- 
manganese values would eventually go 
to the slag-dump. 

At present the iron-manganese 
of California meet with but little 
mand, but it is reasonable to believe 
that the many useful salts formed 
from manganese ores and the many 
uses for iron-manganese ores such as 
hardening of steel; in forming fer- 
romanganese; splegeleisen; cuproman- 
ganese; manganese bronze; mangapese 
aluminum alloys: colofing of glass; 
printing and dyeing of calico; tin brick 
manufacture; in the paint industry; in 
the mottling of certain soaps; in the 
manufacture of chiorine and certain 
chlorides; in combination with nickel, 
silicon, and chromium: carbides etc., 
will in time be sources of considerable 
revenue to the California industry. 

Why not make attempts to concen- 
trate and separate the iron oxides and 
manganese oxides from the ores re- 
ferred to, and, thereby probably bring 
the concentrates up to 95 per cent. iron 
oxide values—with concentrates of 75 
to 90 per cent. manganese oxide con- 
tenta? 

Such ores as you refer to are of un- 
doubted commercial value, but it will 
require a plant to obtain products that 
could be readily and continuously dis- 
posed of; sufficiert water near at 
is a prerequisite.

vancement in thought, both speculative and practical. 
These spheres of investigation hardly touched at any 
point and seldom even approached each other. In 
modern times this is seldom found to be the case. 
With us the two lines of thought generally run close 
together, seldom parallel, but always at some point or 
other crossing from one side to the other. If the 
thinker be a pure rationalist, intent upon the practical 
er devoted to the study of matter, our way of learning 
through the senses, and impatient of mere speculation, 
of anything merely psychological, he will cross the line 
from the material to the speculative hemisphere to 
combat the other idea, and so he is driven to a consid- 
eration of the purely speculative. 

Again the most intense and uncompromising of ma- 
terialists are likely to be the most intense in their 
probing into subjects purely speculative, matters that 
can hardly ever admit of solutions, but must remain 
to all men subject to doubt. And although the work 
of the realist, the thinker who concerns himself with 
hte study of matter, may leave results that are more 
lasting, subject to less questioning and less change 
than the purely speculative student, yet the latter is 
often of the greatest help to the former while the ma- 
terialist never contributes anything to his antithesis 
excepting what comes from friction, the impetus that 
earnest opposition always affords the antagonist. 

The work of the Teally able man who devotes his 
mind to the study of matter in any form may be 
wrong in detail, he may make many mistakes, but his 


work cannot perish. Aristotle passed away, and for 
ages he found no disciple to carry his work on even a/| 
short way toward more correct views of matter. But. 
inasmuch as he had hit on the right way of investigat- | 
ing material things it was inevitable that some power- 
ful mind in the future should take up that work from 
which the master had been called. The task had to 
wait for ages for the man to be born. The Greeks lost 
their greatness of all kinds and tbecame a moribund | 
race. The Romans who succeeded to the treasures of | 
Greek thought were too practical to go on with the 
working-out of the great probleni. The Saracens fol- | 
lowed the Romans and made the acquaintance of the 
| Greek philosophers, but added nothing to what they 
‘found. The Crusades brought the various peoples of 
western Europe into contact with the thought of Greek 
philosophy, and che works of Aristotle became known 
in France, Germany and England. In due time came 
Francis Bacon, the first true disciple of the great Greek | 
master, and from his writings, his new system of inves- | 
tigation founded as it was on Greek thought, we date 
all the modern sciences which have sprung up in the | 
last 2000 years. | 
| In the interim Plato was all supreme. The later | 
Greeks were very Platonic; the Romans were so far as 
| their small ability at speculative thinking permitted | 
the appearance of the 
| Christian religion the learned world was permeated 
| with modifications of Platonic philosophy. Some 
germs of thought came up from Hindustan through the 
_Assyrians and Copts to make the modification. Neo- 
| Platonism had a great deal to do in the final cast that | 
the Christian religion took when it got out of the hands | 
of the Hebrew peasants to whom it had been confided.

among the real thinkers whose writings are pregnant 
with force in modern days. All the students of matter 
whose work has resulted in chemistry, in geology, and 
in all modern sciences, have left Plato and his thought 
entirely outside their studies as not merely useless but 
as being an obstruction to progress. Tyndall, Huxley, 
Darwin, Herbert Spencer, may be said to owe no least 
debt to Plato. | 
The writings of Immanuel Kant, Platonic in their 
_ plan, may be left to students of a purely historical turn 
of mind, or to theologians whose way of approaching 
life is Platonic, but who seldom if ever understand 
Kant. The work of Hamilton, Reed, Dugald Stewart 
and Hume and that entire school of powerful Scotch 
thinkers with their irrefragable logic may be anti- 
quated. But if Sir Isaac Newton had not worked out 
the speculative theory of gruvitation, Herschel never 
could have weighed the suns. If some mathematician 
had not spent weary days working out algebra we could 
/not measrre the distance between the stars, nor fore-

Spencer’s theory of evolution may be incapable of a 
mathematical demonstration. But the speculative 
work of Darwin and the questionable theory of Spen- 
cer, his pupil, may be credited with very valuable re 
Sults in the improvement they have led to in the breed- 
ing Of domestic animals and of plants and may be ap- 
plied to the improvement of our own race. Natural se-. 
lection may be brought into question so far as the gene- 
sis of species goes, but artificial selection is a fact. 

The early chemists were the natural successors of 
the alchemists, and their researches were purely 
speculative. So were those of the first geologists. 
Hugh Miller little thought his delving into the rocks 
could ever be improved upon and made a valuable ally 
to agriculture. Benjamin Franklin, when he set out to 
prove a fact that the electricity generated in a labo- 
ratory in a curious experiment andthe lightning in the 
clouds were the same thing, did not foresee Edison, | 
Bell and Morse. A French chemist and his wife work- 
ing in their laboratory came by accident in touch with 
a new force in nature. They formed a theory that it 
came from a new kind of matter or from a new com- 
bination of chemical atoms. Their work was to prove 
their guess true, and they gave us radium. But they 
had no conception of what their discovery meant. As 
Franklin's kite led to Morse’s telegraph and Bell's tele- 
phone, so the discovery made in this French labora- 
tory led to Marconi’s wireless telegraphy. Franklin 
made it possible to flash a message around the world 
in Puck’s moment of time; the discovery of radium 
makes it possible without a wire to talk across oceans 
and continents. Really it may well be claimed that 
the practical materialists owe a great deal to the specu- 
lative dreamers who have no commerce, no fortunes in 
land, but who simply aim to discover a new truth and 
care nothing about a new- material product.

ANCIENT CITY OF DIANA. 


HOW IT HAS BEEN EXCAVATED BY THE 
AUSTRIANS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


PHESUS.—Come with me for a walk through the 
remains of the famed city of the Ephesus. We 
shall wander over the site of the great Temple of 
Diana, tramp the ground where St. John was living 
when he wrote his gospel, and stand in the marble 
market where St. Paul preached. There is also a tra- 
dition that the mother of our Lord was buried here, and 
that here lies the dust of St. Anthony. 

The Ephesus of the past has been recently brought. 
to the light of the present by the excavations of the 


Austrians. They are among the great historical] explor- 
ers of the day. I have told you what they are doing in 
the Holy Land, and especially on the site of old Jericho. 
They are also engaged in digging up the ruins of other 
cities in Asia, and here at Ephesus they have recently 
uncovered the site of the Temple of Diana and have 
opened up a theater which had seats for 30,000 persons. 
They have been excavating the great marble docks 
which led in to the city, and have done much to show 
us what this great commercial center of 2000 years 
ago must been in the height.of 


But first let me tell you something of the Ephesus of) 


the days of St. Paul. It lay here on the coast of Asia 
Minor, just opposite Greece, and in what was almost 
the center of the then known world. It was the chief 
Roman city of Asia. It had a population of a million or 
more and was famous for its learning, art and beautiful 
buildings. It far 
founded before it, and in which it is said the poet Ho- 
mer was born. 

Ephesus dates back to a thousand years before 
Some say it was started by the Amazons, but 
we know that it was largely built up by the Greeks, 
who came from the Ionic Islands over the way. It was 


a great city in the days of Croesus, who besieged the. 


town 540 B.C.: and later was so famous that Alexander 
the Great wanted to change its name for his own.

History says it was swampy 
and that the great structure was erected upon columns. 
This statement is borne out by the present. The exca- 
vation made in removing the ruins is now filled with 
water. It is a mud puddle or miniature lake filled with 
broken pillars and capitals lying half in and half out of 
the water. We stand on the banks beside fluted col- 
umns of snow-white marble, and see broken marble 
everywhere near. That man who plows on the south- 
ern ridge of the sand turns up marble bits at every step 
of his bullocks, and the girls behind him, who are 
planting, uncover stones from the temple at almost ev- 
ery stroke of their hoes. 

As We look we see no sign of the activity which pre- 
vailed here 2000 years ago.

ANIMALS KILLED FOR FUR. 


tt is surprising to read the following list of animals 
killed in a single year for use in Great Britain only, says 
Fashionable Furs. 

North America sent 128,000 foxes, 2100 wolverines, 82.- 
000 beavers, 15,599 otters, besides 2000 sea otters, 103,000 
martens and nearly 9000 fishers (these two latter are a 
species Of weasel), 202,000 mink, 594,000 raccoons, $67,- 
000 skunk and 2,000,000 musquash. America also sent 
500,000 opossums; Australia 2,250,000 opossums, and 216, 
000 monkeys came from Africa. 

The hare is killed by millions, and rabbits in countless 
numbers. Then there are the deerskins, mostly used for 


| Sloves, also the goats, of which India sends close on 8,- 


000,000 skins a year. Of kangaroo, now almost extinct. 
London uses about 120,000 a year. The supply of mole 
skins is said to come chiefly from Scotland, and as one 
mole catcher killed 12,000 moles in six months the 
process Of extermination may advance quickly. With re- 
gard to the usefulness of moles, a farmer, J. P. Clark, 
wrote to the Rey. J. G. Wood as follows: 

“An old mole catcher came and asked me if I would 
have the moles killed on my land. I said to him. ‘No; 
if I had no moles I should have no crops” He replied. 
‘Sir, you are the first I have ever heard say that, but 
you are right” He then went on to say, ‘I killed moles 
once for a gentleman who had a field with a large hill in 
it. The soil was sandy and full of moles, and yet it used 
to grow nice crops. I killed the moles and it never grew 
anything to speak of afterward. The wireworms and 
cockchafer grubs used to eat the roots of everything 
that was sown, and the young plants died off.” 


INSURANCE AGAINST BANDITS. . 


The bandits of Manchuria and Mongolia have adopted 
a new way of acquiring at least a portion of the goods 
of the traveler. These mounted highwaymen in bands 
not only constantly attack the peaceful, native popula- 
tion but even rob travelers in broad daylight. 

As a provision against this danger, says the Oriental 
Economic Review, an insurance bureau where one buys 
a banner, at a cost of about 1-500 of the value of the 
property to be insured, is established there. . 

This banner carried by a traveler will save him from 
the bandit’s attack; for curiously enough they them- 
selves conduct this insurance business. But it has its 
limitations. 7

which is often on as large a scale as the oireachtas it- 
self, down to the little village gathering at which local 
talent is displayed. 

The money which supports this organization is ob- 
tained, in Ireland, principally from the Irish language 
week collection, which is the name given to the week in 
which St. Patrick's Day falls. At that time every effort 
is made to secure a large amount of money. Posters 
are pasted to walls calling on the people to contribute; 
collectors stand with boxes outside the churches on 
Sunday; handbills are distributed, houses are visited, 
and other means resorted to. 


The work which the Gaelic League has done within 


the last few years has won approbation from many 
sources. During the time he was President, Theodore 
Roosevelt said that he hoped “That an earnest effort 
will be made to endow chairs in American universities 
for the study of Celtic literature and for research in 
Celtic antiquities.” | 

While that has not come to pass in a very great de- 
gree, there are now four universities at whic’. there are 
at least Celtic departments. It is to Harvard Univer- 
sity that the honor of being first in that field belongs. 
The movement started there a good many years ago 
with the establishment of a department of Celtic. 

Then came the Catholic University, at Washington, 
D.C. This, while being the second in the movement in 
one sense, was the first to establish a chair of Celtic. 
The credit of establishing this chair belongs to the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, as they did so in 1896. The 
present holder of the chair is Dr. Joseph Dunn, while 
the president of the Washington Gaelic Society is Mer. 
Shahan, a member of the faculty of the same university. 

Following close upon the heels of the Catholic Uni- 
versity came the Columbia University of New York 
City, which established a department of Celtic. Then 
a comparatively short while ago, the University of Cali- 
fornia established a department of Gaelic.

“But the climax and highest point to which Irish Ire- 
land has yet risen was when the senate of the new Na- 
tional University, in response to the expressed wishes 
of nearly every representative body in Ireland, passed 
a resolution by a generous majority that a knowledge 
of the Irish language should be, after the next two 
years, an essential subject for matriculation, while dur- 
ing the next two years al! who did not take it up as one 
of their subjects at entrance must attend lectures in it.”

I received this letter just as I was starting on a visit 
to the home of the Hon. Charles Anderson, a brother of 
Col. Robert Anderson, and ex-Governor of Ohio.

ADVENTURES OF A YANKEE BOY 
AMONG SOUTH SEA CANNIBALS.

N the year 18—, at the age of 17, I shipped on 

board the barque Dragon, of Salem, Mass., for a 

trading voyage to the Fiji Islands, New South Wales 
and the Philippine Islands. How well 1 remember the 
day, tRe 22nd of February, a bright, crisp day with a 
blue sky and a good breeze. 

The barque was a handsome vessel of 400 tons, clip- 
per-built and rated Al. At 10 o'clock a.m. we finished 
taking in cargo and cleared the decks of all shore peo- 
ple, cast off the lines from the dock and dropped down 
the harbor where we let go the anchor and cleared up 
the decks. At 11 o'clock the crew of ten men arrived 


soon speeding toward the outer harbor, under a spank- 
ing breeze. 

There was another boy on board, by the name of 
became chums for the voyage.

in dark and cloudy and by & o’clock a furious north- 
east snowstorm, so common to our New England coast 
in the Winter time, came on, and as the wind increased 
and the sea rose higher and higher, we heard the cry: 
“All hands reef topsails.” 

Oh! how I wished that I was safe at home. Seasick 
and homesick I crept down into the forecastle, where 
I listened to the heavy tramp of the men on deck and 
heard the shouts of the sailors high up in the rigging. 
hoping that I should be missed in the general confusion. 
Vain hope, for I soon descried a big pair of cowhide 
boots backing down the forecastle ladder and heard a 
loud voice exclaiming: “You George, where are you?” 
“Yes, sir,” 1 faintly responded from below, “I’m sick.” 
“Qh, you are sick, are you? Well, you just tumble up 
on deck and go aloft and you'll find it good medicine.” 

I will not attempt a description of my feelings on this, 
my first night at sea. A night of horrors, I thought, but 
though the night was long and dreary the morning 
broke clear and beautiful and showed no signs of the 
angry storm through which we had passed. 

Nothing of special note occurred on the passage to 
the Pacific. We crossed the equator on the twenty-first 
day out. The next day we spoke the ship Forester of 
Boston, ninety days from Callao, bound to Baltimore. 

On May 15 we had doubled the dreaded Cape and 
were sailing on the broad Pacific, in latitude 56 degrees 
south. One night, in the middle watch, while the men 
were seated on the fore hatch the air grew suddenly 
cold, and in looking about to ascertain the cause we 
were surprised at seeing a large iceberg on our weather 
bow. It was a beautiful sight, and we gazed long upon 
it. The next day we were startled by the cry of “Land 
ho!” and saw three islands on our weather bow, which 
proved to be the “Three Kings” (so called,) on the 
northwest coast of New Zealand. 

On May 19 the Fiji Islands were in sight. The joyful 
ery of “Land ho!” as it rings out and is echoed from 
the masthead is a welcome sound to the ears of the 
weary mariner who has been for weeks and months 
tossed upon a restless sea. 

At 8 o’clock the pilot came on board, but as it was 
too late to venture in through the reef we were obliged 
to tack ship through the night as required. As the sun 
arose the next morning in a cloudless sky and cast its 
bright beams over the water I stood enraptured at the 
scene. Islands to the right, islands to the left, all 
clothed in a beautiful variety of tropical verdure. . Lan- 
guage is inadequate to describe this scene in all its 
glory and convey a true conception of its loveliness as I 
saw it from the deck of our ship. It was the Sabbath 
dawn, and from the eastern sky the first faint streaks 
of light were gradually dispelling the shadows of the 
night and ere long the golden disc of the glorious sun 
peeped forth from his watery bed, shooting his bright 
rays across the calm waters, gilding the tops of the 
trees and bathing al) nature in a flood of glorious light, 
and as the tall palms that lined the shore waved in 
the gentle breezes of a tropical morning, gracefully 
bending their tall tops as if to look at themselves as 
tney were mirrored in the clear water below, it made a 
picture of surpassing beauty. A holy calm seemed to 
rest upon the hills, and God’s smile was over all. As I 
stood gazing upon this scene, watching the white- 
winged seagulls as they skimmed over the water in 
search of their morning repast, and the tiny wavelets, 
as they chased each other far up the white sands, only 
to be drawn back again into the arms of Mother Ocean, 
l asked myself this question: “Can it be possible that 
these beautiful islands, clothed in perpetual green, and 
nestling upon the bosom of this soft summer sea, fur- 
nish a home for cannibals, for man eaters?” Alas! it 
is true, and now we must dwell for a time in a land 
where, as the poet says: “Every prospect pleases, and 
only man is vile.” 

As we came to anchor off the town of Lavooka, on 
the island of Overlou, large canoes put off from the 


hearty meal of salt junk, hardtack and coffee, and as.

shore and made directly for the ship, and as the sav- 
ages came on deck, each one having a war club or spear, 
| began to feel a little. nervous, but we were told that 
there was no particular danger to be feared from the 
natives of this place, as their constant intercourse with 
the white men had partially civilized them, and the oc- 
casional appearance of a man-of-war had a tendency to 
keep them under wholesome restraint. 

Looking shoreward from the ship, the first thing that 
attracts the eye is a long strip of white sandy beach, 
fringed by cocoa palms, which remind one of tall senti- 
nels on guard, and behind these, nestling almost to the 
water’s edge, is a collection of native houses or huts, 
with thatched roofs and sides. | 

A few days after our arrival at the islands we sailed 
for “Bau,” which is the capital of Fiji. King Thakum- 
bau and many chiefs resided there. 

After dropping our anchor, the King and his counsel- 
lors came on board, and I never shall forget the sensa- 
tions I experienced when, for the first time, I shook 
hands with the “King of the Cannibal Islands.” Hand- 
shaking is a favorite custom with the natives, and as 
the royal house of Fiji came on board there was a gen- 
eral handshaking. As it came my turn to take the 
hand of the King, he greeted me by saying: “Sar-ve- 


naka nungony na papalagi marloor sar lago ge merica

The next day we set sail for the coast of “Vanua 
Lavu,.” one of the large islands, to commence collecting

rine life found on the sea reefs at lowtide, about as 
large round as an egg, and from six to eight inches long.

I drew the shortest stick and started up 
the tree. where I was glad to rest a bit. I drew my 
sheath knife, and was about to cut some nuts from the 
tree when, to my horror, I saw coiled up on one of the 
branches a large black-and-white snake, about as large 
around as my wrist. He appeared to be asleep, as he 
showed no signs of life. My first thought was to get 
out of that tree immediately, but I noticed that his 
head. instead of being thrown back, was lying flat upon 
the center of the coil. Remembering the hard struggle 
I had had to gain my present positien, and seeing the 
delicious nuts hanging within reach, I made up my mind 
that I could dislodge the snake and concluded to try my 
chances with him.

THE COCK, THE SUN AND THE CAT’S EYE THE 
CLOCKS OF TURKEY. 

A watch or a clock was about as rare in Turkey fifty

day in the smaller cities and villages a timepiece in the | 
house is a convenience and luxury indulged in by a few 
of the wealthy class. ae 7 

Nature is the clock of that land, a clock which never 
stops or fails to serve its purpose. The crow of the 
cock is the simplest, says Armenia, the sun the most 


pieces. 

The cock crows regularly morning, forenoon, noon, 
afternoon and evening, and serves the purpose of the 
striking clock of a. belfry tower. Sometimes a cock 
crows at irregular periods. Woe unto him! for super- 
stition demands that his head be chopped off, a demand 
which is complied with without delay, for to tolerate an 
ill-crowing cock is to bring bad.luck—so the natives be- 
lieve. 

It needs little experience te be able to tell whether 
it be morning, noon, afternoon or near evening by 
merely noting the position of the sun. The time is more 


accurately told by judging the shadows cast by the sun,} 


which is the mode most popular with the shepherds in 
the fields. 

Still another method, more accurate, is the following: 
They hold their thumbs touching each other horizon- 
tally, and extend the forefingers up perpendicularly. 


into six parts, nominal hour points, one hand represent- | 
ing the morning and the other the afternoon. 

Where the thumbs join being 12 o'clock, the tip of one 
forefinger represeniing 6 o'clock in the morning and the 
tip of the other 6 o’clock in the afternoon. By hold- 
ing the hands in the described position toward the sun 
the shadows cast by one forefinger upon the other will 
point to the correct time, as judged by the hours nomi- 
nally marked in mind. The hour divisions may be di- 
vided into additional parts, as the quarter hours. 

To tell the time by the cat’s eye sounds at first hu- 
morous, but it can be done. The average person per- 
haps is not aware that the shape of the cat’s eye under- 
goes changes during the day. In the morning the pupil 
is normally circular, but gradually it narrows until noon, 
when only a narrow streak is left. As the day pro- 
normal shape, becoming oval 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. In Turkey it is com- 
mon for the old folks to call the cat to their sides in 
order to ascertain the time. 

As an illustration of how accurately time can be meas- 
ured by the shadow cast by the sun can be cited a trial. 
in the courts of Omaha, Neb., held in the first week of 
January, 1911, where a man was acquitted of the charge 
of attempted murder through the alibi established by 
the shadow of a church steeple cast upon a photograph, 
which contained the two accusing. witnesses, who had 
testified seeing the man between 2 and 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon while returning from church, after the photo- 
graph was taken. 

But from the angle formed.by the shadow and the hor- 
izontal boards of the church in the photograph Father 
Riggs, astronomer at Creighton University, calculated 
he time the photograph must have been taken and 
testified that the exact moment was during the after- 
noon at 3:21:29, one hour later than the witnesses had

OXEN IN LUMBER CAMPS. 

After nearly fifty years retirement from active serv- 
ice the ox has again come into recognition as a motive 
power in the lumbering industry of northern Minnesota, 


northern Wisconsin and among the frontier settlers of 


these States. The reason is the high price of feed for 
horses. 

There is little or-no expense for the “keep” of oxen 
as compared with that of horses. It is estimated that 
there are now in northern Wisconsin and Minnesota 
2000 yoke of oxen used in hauling logs which have re- 
placed high-priced horses. This is nearly double the 
number employed a year ago. So satisfactory are these 
animals proving in the cultivation of land from which 
the timber has been cut that it is likely their use will 
become general and remain so for many years.—[St. 
Paul Dispatch.

_haciendas, each with its group of white buildings nest- 
ling ‘against the foothills, and finally about 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon the train arrives at a clean-looking station 
surrounded by large cottonwood trees. Looking toward | 
the south the church spires of the city make an attrac- 
tive picture, and the hungry traveler loses no time in 
engaging a coche to the hotel. If he is experienced in 
the ways of the country he will be able to overlook the 
poor furnishings of his room and feel grateful for the 
large porch upstairs, protected by an old stone balus- | 
trade, and he will undoubtedly resolve to have his even- 
ing meal served there among the blooming plants and. 
singing birds, where he can enjoy the excellent band 
concert and survey the gay throngs parading in the 
Plaza Principal opposite the hotel. 

The outgoing train leaves shortly before the arrival 
of the incoming train, therefore in an itinerary of Mex- 
ico two days must be allotted to Durango, if one desires 
to see it.

treat full of mulberry trees, then bearing an abundance 
of fruit. Along one side of this drive is the largest of 
the ditches used in irrigating small haciendas adja- 
cent to the city, and it is spanned by several bridges 
that add charm to the landscape. 

The churches do not differ materially from those to 
be found in all Mexican cities, but I consider three 
worthy of mention.

The gardens of Durango! The very words hold a 
charm for the initiated, and the city is full of gardens. 
They usually occupy from one to three acres of ground 
and are surrounded by high adobe walls, the house 
forming part of one wall. They are full of old apple, 
pear, peach, apricot, lime, pomegranate, orange, ba- 
nana and fig trees; some of them contain fountains and 
flower-bordered walks, with tall grasses and old-fash- 
jioned flags growing alongside the irrigating ditches; all 
are full of a certain charm, especially in the early 
spring, when the gnarled trees are covered with blos- 
soms. In them all kinds of flowers. will grow and 
bloom -profusely the year round. Large violets, with 
stems from ten to fifteen inches long, can be picked 
any month in the year. Strawberries bear two crops, 
and I believe selected plants, properly cared for, would 
produce berries eight or nine months in the year, as 
in California. 
The high-class natives have a pleasant custom of 
serving afternoon “tea” on the wide portico overlooking 
the garden or under the old trees near the flower-bor- 
dered walks. The meal usually consists of very sweet 
chocolate and sugared buns, and is called merienda. It 
is quite the pleasant, gossipy affair that 5-o’clock is with 
the English and as universally observed.

and the Chinaman!” This is the first thought 

that came to me as | sat in the Mormon meet- 
ing-house of the Shoshone Indian village of Washakie 
and watched the redskin Saints at their devotions. I 
had driven that morning seventeen miles in order to 
visit this village, situated in the midst of the Malad Val- 
ley in northern Utah, had arrived just in time for the 
afternoon meeting, and now I, tenderest of tenderfoots 
from effete Massachusetts, was for the first time in my 
life brought face to face with the descendants of the 
aborigines. The group of huts and wigwams lying in 
the midst of vast tracts of sage brush had seemed to me 
typically western and had come up to my idea of what 
an Indian village should be, but its inhabitants were not 
the Cooper Indians of my childhood dreams. 

They came straggling into the meeting-house, which 
on week days is a schéolhouse, and according to the Mor- 
mon country fashion the sexes separated at the door. 
Yes, these men were more like mulattoes than Indians, 
these men in shirt sleeves, with their dark skins and 
eyes, their graceful, well-rounded bodies; but then 
their straight black hair, although carefully parted in 
the middle, was that of the Mongolians. This was not 
my preconceived idea of the red man. The squaws did 
less damage to my early illusions. They wore gaudy 
blankets that, to be sure, were not fashioned by their 
Own fingers, yet they hung on the broad shoulders of 
the women and concealed their shapeless waists with 
an inimitable Indian air. In the loose fold of the back 
of the blanket several women carried babies, each kept 
in place by a strap fastened under the mother’s chin 
and passing under the body of the infant. 

As I watched the Indians during the service I saw 
little of the recueillement that is supposed to pervade 
a religious service. Back of the stolid Mongolian faces 
were signs of the unctuous mirth and emotional nature, 
so characteristic of the negro. Old men and boys de- 
lighted in giving each other sly pokes in the ribs and, 
as the communion was passed, many were the surrep- 
titious slaps administered to the unwary, while wait- 
ing for the holy wafer, and during the long harangues 
no one dared doze for fear of becoming the butt of 
practical jokes. One would have said this was a pack 
of negroes on a lark or a crowd of schoolboys with the 
teacher’s back turned. After service seven or eight of 
the men accompanied the bishop to his house and sat 
around on his piazza, where the bursts of laughter were 
so prolonged and loud that one wonld have thought 
that choice bits from Life were being rtailed.

Garden Trees and Shrubs. 


LACING in proper position the few trees admissable 

m a small garden is the most important point in the 
whole work of garden building. Each year of growth 
makes them more difficult to transplant and also ren- 
ders them, more obnoxious if out of place. Utility 
should be first considered. Do we want a tree to shade 
the kitchen, a particular window, or a porch? If so, 
these should be the first planted. In choosing be sure 
they will answer the purpose and then suit your indi- 
vidual taste, so far as possible, as to general appear- 
ance, foliage, flowers, etc. Do not choose too hastily 
for we have an abundance of material in our favored 
land, and before purchasing one should see one or more 
mature trees of the sorts you wish. We have plenty of 
fine garden specimens if you but keep your eyes open. 

Much as‘you may love and appreciate trees, your 
love will eventually be greater for the shrubs in your 
garden. Trees by themselves would never make a gar- 
den. We need plants nearer to us, those we may inti- 
mately associate with, and care for in all their parts; 
these will hold our affections. Trees make up the sky- 
line of our landscapes, but still more important for the 
near prospect or small garden is the grovnd line. Our 
garden trees will be relatively few in number and the 
actual composition, framework, or foundation of the 
picture. will be the shrubbery. They will mark the 
boundaries or outlines of our garden; the frame of the 
picture and the frame must be appropriate or artistic. 
With shrubs we obtain variety of form and color, light 
and shade, bold relief and deep retreats. Shrubs form 
our chief material for hiding unsightly objects, either 
upon our own or our neighbors’ grounds; also to screen 
from sight the utilitarian parts of our premises. “vch 
as chicken yards, vegetable gardens, etc. 


Seaside Plants. 


ROWING on rocky shores in New Zealand are two 
plants, native to that country, that are well known 
to us and are yet insufficiently used for seaside plant- 
ing. Coprosma Baueri is a shrub of great beauty, with 
the most glossy green foliage known to our gardens; 
beneath it, completely hiding the ground and scram- 
bling over the shrubs is the delicate climber we know 
as “Wire Vine,” (Muhlenbeckia complexa.) The two 
should be tried on our Santa Monica palisades, for they 
delight in the decaying rocks of New Zealand shores. 
Another plant found with them and om the steepest 
cliffs, is the New Zealand flax (Phormium.) These, 
with Myoporum laetum, form a fine lot of subjects for 
rocky seashores, and all grow closely entwined in their 
native country, in a climate quite similar to ours.

S a general proposition most any one can raise

only to failure. Allowing for this, it is not at all sur- 
prising that the public prints are burdened with an- 
nouncements of “systems” whereby the novice is to be 
shown the road to wealth and affluence by the culture 
of the great American business hen. Usually these in- 
form the reader that they are more or less a “secret,” 
the sole possession of which is enjoyed by the party 
having them for sale, and of course the few who have 
parted with their good American dollars for their pos- 
session. Now these are not without merit, in so far as 
they contain practical suggestions and methods, but 
scarcely any one of them is a “secret” in the sense that 
they impart information or describe caretaking which 
has never before been in practice. What with the na- 
tional Department of Agriculture, the many State ex- 


periment stations and agricultural colleges, farmers’ 


ing announcements of $13,131.23 net profits from ae 
hens in one year,” or “$6.40 per hen” in another case, 
and so on.

“These intensive systems are all right in so far as 
they encourage people with limited yard room to keep 
a few chickens for their own use, or to get a little 
pleasure out of a few fancy chickens; but the scheme is 
not practicable on a large scale if kept up for more 
than a year or two, and it never increases the profits 

above those ordinarily received by skillful poultry-keep- 

ers. And let it be said that the chief working rules of 
the latter do not follow a system, but consist of the ap- 
plication to their poultry operations of the same good 
sense and shrewd business management which would 
bring the highest success in any other line of en- 
deavor.”’

R, A. F. CALL’S article upon curing gum disease 
is still in demand, but the supply of reports con- 
taining it is growing small.

An Ant Barrier. 


GENTLEMAN who has recently visited Japan tells 

me he discovered a new way to keep ants from in- 
festing fruit trees. It consists of a circle of cement 
around each tree far enough from the trunk to prevent 
interference and so constructed that it forms a shallow 
trough in which water is kept. It is the same principle 
with which we protect the kitchen safe from ants. As 
these insects climb the trees for purely selfish reasons, 
and in so doing may carry scales and other insects 
with them either inadvertently or purposely, the idea 
of the Japanese is to protect their trees from pests by 
keeping the ants out of them. The same effort has been 
made successfully here by the use of sticky substances 
attached to the trunks of the trees.

Apple Growers Unite. 


HE growers of Gravenstein apples of Sonoma county 

have organized a corporation upon a permanent ba- 
sis, and will join the California Fruit Exchange, or some 
other marketing institution as soon as the movement is 
well under way. It has taken the corporate name Se- 
bastopol Apple Growers Union. That district produces 
‘now about 300 carloads of Gravenstein apples. Over 
1000 acres of this fruit are going out this spring in one 


California and returned to Nevada. The worm ruins the 
pulp of the tuber to the depth of a half-inch, makes the 
surface rough and warty and injures both the value and 
appearance of the potato. We know little about this 
new potato pest, but enough to dread it. One section of 
Nevada seems to turn out nothing but wormy stock, yet 
the bulk of the potatoes from that State are as clean 
and good as they ever were. Some entomologist with 
the means behind him shovld go into Nevada and make 
a careful investigation of this new pest. California has 
enough to contend against in the pests already here.

The Mulgoba mango was introduced:into this country 


in 1889 by the importation of an inarched tree from In- 
dia, and up to the close of the vear 1900 there were less 


than 100 inarched trees in South Florida of this variety, 


and about the same number of inarched trees of this 
and other fine varieties from the East Indies, growing in 
government gardens and botanical collections on the 
western hemisphere. Since that time and now growing 
in orchard places, there are less than 500 trees of this 
variety except those produced in our operations. 
The Mulgoba we consider the only standard commer- 
cial variety of mango tested in this country, and there 
are several thousand trees now planted here in com- 
mercial orchards. There were only about 200 of these 
of bearing age and producing fruit this season, which 
have given us sufficient fruit to establish in market in 
the largest cities, and only among a few of the fancy 
dealers. I find it the easiest fruit product to sell that I 
have ever offered to the fruit trade. We now consider 
ourselves over the pioneer days in this, the most promis- 
ing industry of modern  horticulture—([Rural New 
Yorker.

Flowers That are Good 


OST people used to regard the artichoke as a vege- 

table, whereas as a matter of fact it appears upon 
the table as the unopened flowers of a plant. If they 
are left on the plant they eventually turn into handsome 
purple blossoms. This statement has reference to that 
species of thistle known as the globe artichoke. 

Dr. Johnson called the cauliflower “the finest flower 
in the garden.” This statement was accurate} for when 
the snowy “vegetables” of that name are served they 
are nothing but the unexpanded flowers ofa variety of 
cabbage, says Harper's Weekly. 

Among the flowers that are eaten are cloves and ca- 
pers. The first named are the immature blossoms of a 
plant of the myrtle order growing in the Moluccas. This 
takes the form of a beautiful evergreen sometimes thirty 
or forty feet in height with lovely crimson flowers. 

The buds are first light colored, then green and finally 
red. At this stage they are gathered and dried. The 
diminutive round knob in the center of the clove is the 
unexpanded crimson blossom. 

Capers, those familiar trimmings for mutton and 
other meats and dishes, are the unopened flowers of a 
bramble-like shrub that grows on the shores of the 
Mediterranean Sea. The trailing plant shows. hand- 
some pinkish white flowers with long tassels of stamens. 
The youngest and tenderest of the buds form the finest 
capers, known as nonpareil. As they flower they be- 
come superfine, capucin and capot capers.

“The Mann bill also empowers the public health serv- 
ice to investigate the pollution of navigable lakes and 
streams.”
